Joint  (Medical  Officer  of  Health)  Committee 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  reports  on  the  health  of 
the  three  constituent  authorities  of  the  Isle  of  Sheppey  for  the 
year  I960. 

The  population  of  the  Island  according  to  the  Registrar- 
General’s  estimate  for  mid-1960  is  now  27,390,  the  fall  of  930 
being  due  to  the  decrease  in  Sheerness,  Queenborough  and  Sheppey 
Rural  both  being  fairly  static. 

Details  of  vital  statistics  for  the  three  districts  and  for 
the  Island  as  a  whole  may  be  found  in  Tables  I,  II  and  III.  In 
these  tables  it  will  be  seen  that  - 

(a)  The  number  of  births  in  all  districts  was  similar  to 
1959  and  the  Island  figures  for  the  past  three  years  have  been 
very  constant,  viz.,  480,  479  and  478.  The  crude  birth  rate  for 
the  Island  was  17.5  and  for  comparison  the  corrected  rate  is 
estimated  at  17.9  as  compared  with  17.1  for  England  &  Wales. 

(b)  There  was  an  increase  again  in  the  number  of  deaths,  356 
giving  a  crude  rate  of  13.0  and  a  corrected  rate  of  12.5  as 
compared  with  11.5  for  England  &  Wales.  50 io  of  the  deaths  were 
due  to  heart  disease  and  associated  conditions,  20$  to  cancer  and 
10 cjo  to  respiratory  diseases.  Nearly  one-third  of  the  cancer  deaths 
were  lung  cancer. 

(c)  There  were  11  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  a 
figure  similar  to  recent  years  and  the  rate  of  22.9  per  1,000  live 
births  is  not  much  above  the  21.7  rate  for  the  whole  country,  which 
is  the  lowest  ever  recorded.  Column  4  of  Table  II  shows  this  rate 
over  the  past  five  years  and  it  will  be  seen  that  it  is  satisfactory 
for  the  Island  as  a  whole  and  also  for  the  separate  districts.  The 
last  column  in  this  table  shows  peri-natal  mortality  rate  (still¬ 
births  and  deaths  of  infants  under  1  week  combined)  and  while  the 
Island,  Queenborough  and  Sheerness  are  comparable  with  England  & 
Wales,  the  Rural  District  shows  figures  during  the  past  five  years 

a  little  above  the  average. 

Table  IV  shows  deaths  from  lung  cancer  during  the  past  10 
years.  The  number  of  male  deaths  recorded  in  I960  was  higher  than 
in  any  other  year.

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Table  V  shows  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease,  Scarlet 
Fever  being  more  prevalent  than  any  other  and  the  number  notified, 
61,  was  the  highest  since  1956.  Whooping  Cough  was  well  below 
average  and  measles  was  almost  absent.  The  most  serious  outbreaks 
were  the  cases  of  Dysentery  and  Food  Poisoning.  One  of  these  was 
a  family  outbreak  and  affected  no  other  persons.  The  other 
occurred  at  a  holiday  camp,  but  fortunately  prompt  action  by  all 
concerned  helped  to  minimise  it. 

Taking  the  Island  as  a  whole,  the  levels  of  vaccination  and 
immunisation  are  mainly  satisfactory,  although  criticism  might  be 
made  of  the  poor  response  by  the  adults  under  40  to  the  offer  of 
poliomyelitis  vaccination.  Perhaps  it  is  better  to  look  on  the 
bright  side  and  think  it  is  well  that  the  parents  do  at  least  send 
tneir . children  to  be  immunised  even  though  they  themselves  do  not 
practise  what  they  preach.  There  is  of  course  a  hard  core  of 
people,  fortunately  small,  who  'do  not  believe  in'  any  form  of 
vaccination,  but  the  main  reasons  are  apathy  -  too  much  trouble  to 
go  along  to  the  clinic  or  surgery  and  secondly  the  belief  that  ' it 
will  not  happen  to  me' . 

is  mow  the  usual  practice  to  use  a  triple  antigen  of 
iphtneria,  xetanus  and  '//hooping  Cough,  and  as  it  is  only  in  very 
few  cases  that  this  is  not  advocated,  the  number  of  young  children 
protected.  against  Whooping  Cough  should  very  soon  be  more  or  less 
equal  to  those  immunised  against  Diphtheria. 

Table  VI  shows  there  were  no  deaths  on  the  Island  from 
Tuberculosis  during  I960  and  a  convincing  example  of  the  decline 
in  deaths  of  pulmonary  cases  is  by  comparison  of  the  past  five 
/ears  with  the  five  years  ending  1930  -  5  deaths  against  101.  The 
iecline  in  incidence  has  not  been  so  startling  but  this  is  partly 
lue  to  successful  search  for  cases  by  the  Mass  X-ray  Surveys, 
iigures  relating  to  the  visit  of  this  unit  in  the  spring  of  the 
/ear  are  given  on  page  11  whilst  on  page  12  are  attendance  figures 
)f  Island  patients  and  contacts  at.  the  Keycol  Chest  Clinic.  Also 
3n  page  12  are  particulars  of  new  cases  and  attendances  at  the 
iochester  and  Sheppey  Special  Clinics,  and  finally  on  pages  13,  14 
md  15  are  the  figures  supplied  by  the  School  Medical  Officer 
"elating  to  medical  inspections. 

Q  o  -*'n  a°cordance  with  Section  3(1)  of  the  Slaughterhouses  Act, 
-ypo,  all . local  authorities  were  required  to  review,  and  after 
ionsultations  with  organisations  representing  the  interests 
ioncemed,  to  report  to  the  Minister  on;- 

(a)  the  existing  and  probable  future  requirements  of  their 
district  for  slaughterhouse  facilities  having  regard  to 
the  needs  both  of  persons  requiring  the  use  of  such 
facilities  and  of  other  persons*  and 
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(b)  the  slaughterhouse  facilities  which  are,  or  are  likely 
to  become,  available  to  meet  those  requirements 
(including  any  port  slaughterhouse). 


These  reports  had  to  be  made  during  the  twelve  months  ending 
2nd  November,  I960.  The  reports  from  all  three  Island  authorities 
were  submitted  to  the  Minister  during  the  year  and  stated  that  the 
requirements  of  the  district  had  been  met  in  the  past  by  slaughter¬ 
houses  at  Canterbury,  Chatham,  Sittingbourne  and  Harrietsham  and 
that  the  existing  slaughtering  arrangements  outside  the  area  were 
ample  to  meet  any  proposed  future  expansion  of  population  and  it 
was  therefore  not  the  intention  of  the  local  authorities  to  provide 
a  public  slaughterhouse. 

During  the  year  under  reviev/  further  progress  was  made  with 
the  Water  Board's  scheme  for  the  Island's  future  bulk  supplies  to 
be  obtained  from  the  mainland.  The  18"  trunk  main  from  Sitting- 
bourne  to  Sheppey  was  completed  by  the  laying  of  the  main  across 
the  new  Kingsferry  Bridge.  An  augmentation  of  the  temporary  bulk 
supply  from  the  Sittingbourne  &  Milton  Urban  District  Council  was 
negotiated  whereby  a  maximum  quantity  of  109.5  m.g.  per  annum  was 
made  available  at  a  maximum  rate  of  up  to  400,000  g.p.d.  Even 
with  this  increased  supply  the  Board  still  found  it  necessary  to 
impose  hosepipe  restrictions.  The  maximum  demand  occurred  on  25th 
July,  I960  when  a  total  consumption  of  1.459  m.g.  was  recorded, 
the  Board's  total  resources  with  the  bulk  supply  amounts  to  1.4 
m .  g .  d . 

Work  on  the  development  of  new  resources,  known  as  the  Belmont 
Scheme,  continued  and  in  December  the  Medway  Water  Board  published 
a  draft  order  under  the  Water  Act,  1945,  Section  23,  for  the 
permanent  development  of  the  first  phase  of  the  scheme.  If  the 
order  is  approved  it  would  mean  that  a  bulk  supply  of  up  to  1.2 
m.g.d.  would  be  available  to  Sheppey  during  the  latter  half  of  1962 

In  addition  work  on  the  second  phase  of  the  Belmont  Scheme  has 
continued  and  this  has  entailed  the  sinking  of  two  24"  diameter 
boreholes  at  the  Selling  site.  Test  pumping  indicated  that  up  to 
2  m.g.d.  may  be  confidently  expected  to  be  approved  when  powers  for 
the  present  development  of  the  site  are  sought. 

I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Rampling,  Engineer  &  Manager  of  the 
Sheppey  Water  Board,  for  his  ready  co-operation  and  assistance  at 
all  times,  also  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  my  clerical  staff 
for  the  smooth  running  of  the  department.

Mass  Radiography  Surveys  were  carried  out  on  the  Island  in 
the  first  part  of  the  year  and  the  following  table  gives  particu¬ 
lars  of  the  results  for  which  I  am  indebted  to  Dr.  Rees-Jones, 
Medical  Director  of  the  Service. 

A  total  of  4,660  people  attended  and  1,109  of  these  were  for 
the  first  time.  There  were,  however,  about  300  fewer  attendances 
than  during  the  1957  visit  of  the  Unit. 

The  numbers  discovered  to  have  either  Active  or  Inactive 
(Tuberculosis,  viz.,  6  and  39?  were  both  similar  to  the  last  visit 
/hen  these  figures  were  7  and  46.

To  the  Queenborough  Town  Council 


Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  Queenborough  during  the  year  I960. 

The  Registrar-General  has  estimated  the  population  for  mid- 
1960  to  be  3,200,  a  reduction  of  20.  The  number  of  births  during 
the  year  was  51,  a  slight  increase  on  1959  and  only  just  below  the 
average  for  the  Borough.  The  corrected  birth  rate  (for  comparison 
with  other  districts)  was  16.2  whilst  for  England  &  Wales  it  was 


7.1. 


The  number  of  deaths  registered,  38,  was  above  average  and 
he  corrected  death  rate  of  13.3  is  higher  than  the  past  two  years 
et  not  so  high  as  in  1956  and  1957.  The  rate  for  the  whole 
ountry  in  I960  was  11.5. 

No  infant  deaths  occurred  during  the  year  and  although  in  a 
mall  town  these  rates  naturally  fluctuate  more  than  in  larger 
reas,  the  infant  mortality  rate  taken  over  the  past  10  years  is 
nly  18.3  per  1,000  live  births.  Two  stillbirths  were  registered 
s  compared  with  a  recent  average  of  one. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  again  comparatively 
ow,  although  an  increase  on  the  extremely  small  number  occurring 
n  1959  and  there  were  no  deaths  from  any  of  the  notifiable  infec- 
ious  diseases.

INFECTIOUS  ME  OTHER  DISEASES 
THEIR  PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL 


1.  The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  again  very  low  in 
I960,  only  26  cases  being  notified.  10  of  these  were  Scarlet 
Fever  and  this  is  the  highest  figure  for  this  disease  since  1950, 
only  17  cases  having  occurred  in  the  past  9  years. 

There  were  8  cases  of  Whooping  Cough,  more  than  in  1959  but 
still  below  average  and  for  the  second  successive  year  there  was 
very  little  Measles,  only  7  notifications. 

One  case  of  pneumonia  was  notified  but  no  deaths  were 
attributed  to  any  forms  of  this  disease.

For  the  second  successive  year  no  cases  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  were  notified  and  no  deaths  were  caused  by  this 
disease . 

Figures  for  the  decade  ending  1950  show  that  there  were  twice

SECTION  IV 
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GENERAL  PROVISION  OP  HEALTH  SERVICES 
AND  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


L .  WATER  SUPPLY 

The  completion  of  a  12"  and  9"  trunk  main  from  Southdown 
'eservoir  to  Queenborough  has  made  it  possible  to  improve  pressure 
/ithin  the  Borough.  Water  from  mainland  chalk  resources  has  also 
)een  made  available  and  this  is  of  much  better  quality  than  that 
>btained  from  the  Rushenden  source.  Unfortunately  in  times  of 
leavy  demand  there  is  not  sufficient  of  this  water  available  to 
laintain  a  permanent  supply  and  on  these  occasions  the  supply  is 
intirely  from  Rushenden. 


The  improvement  in  pressures  illustrated  that  several  mains 
rere  in  such  an  advanced  state  of  corrosion  that  they  were  unable 
o  withstand  the  improved  pressures.  Work  has  started  on  the  re- 
aying  of  the  most  corroded  mains  and  800  yards  of  8"  asbestos 
ement  pipes  have  been  completed  in  Rushenden  Road.  The  consump- 
ion  of  water  in  the  Borough  totalled  54.5  million  gallons 
epresenting  46.7  gallons  per  head  per  day;  this  was  made  up  of 
2.4  unmetered  (which  may  be  considered  domestic)  and  14.3  metered 
industrial) .  The  whole  of  the  area  is  supplied  by  public  water 
ains  direct  to  the  houses.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


Sewage  flows  by  gravitation  to  two  main  outfalls  in  South 
treet  and  the  Chalk  Wharf.  It  is  stored  at  these  points  and 
eleased  with  the  ebb  tide.  In  order  to  reduce  the  nuisance 
aused  at  the  outfalls,  the  tidal  flaps  were  replaced  in  1959 
y  manually  operated  valves. 

In  recent  years  the  practice  of  discharging  sewage  and  trade 
Cfluents  into  rivers  and  untreated  sewage  into  the  sea  has  been 
ider  fire  for  health  and  aesthetic  reasons,  but  the  Committee 
ivestigating  this  problem  of  contamination  of  beaches  concluded 
lat  the  risk  to  health  of  bathing  in  sewage  contaminated  sea 
iter  could  be  ignored. 

The  discharge  of  untreated  sewage  at  the  Chalk  Wharf  and  South 
breet  outfalls  can  give  rise  to  nuisance  if  the  discharge  does  not 
)incide  with  a  strong  ebb  tide,  and  if  an  effluent  is  completely 
itreated,  then  undoubtedly  the  point  of  discharge  should  be  at  a 
)int  below  low  water  mark.  It  is  this  and  other  possibilities 
lat  your  Engineer  &  Surveyor  has  been  investigating  with  a 
msequent  report  early  in  1961. 
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3.  SCHOOLS  SANITATION 

The  general  sanitary  arrangements  at  the  Schools  are  satisfac¬ 
tory. 

4.  DISPOSAL  OP  REFUSE 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  on  a  site  adjoin¬ 
ing  the  Borough  boundary  in  the  Whiteway  Road  area.  Monthly 
applications  of  a  tip  dressing  to  prevent  fly  breeding  and  period¬ 
ical  baiting  for  rodents  is  carried  out.  Only  minor  infestations 
were  observed  during  the  year. 

5.  PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

There  is  one  centrally  situated  public  convenience  providing 
accommodation  and  washing  facilities  for  both  sexes. 

6.  DISINFECTION  AND  DISINFESTATION 

Only  two  premises  were  disinfested  during  the  year,  both  of 
these  being  for  beetles.  No  rooms  were  disinfected. 

7.  MOSQUITO  CONTROL 

Ditches  are  treated  regularly  during  the  summer  months  with 
an  oily  preparation  to  destroy  mosquito  larvse.  Although  it  was 
a  fairly  wet  summer,  mosquitoes  were  not  unduly  prevalent.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  Sheerness  for  the  year  1360. 


The  Registrar-General's  estimates  of  the  population  for  mid- 
1960  was  14,460  a  fall  of  940.  Following  the  closure  of  the 
Dockyard  a  few  families  have  moved  away  from  the  Island  hut  the 
exodus  of  military  personnel  no  doubt  accounts  for  the  decrease. 
The  natural  increase  in  population,  that  is  the  excess  of  births 
over  deaths,  was  74. 


269  births  were  registered,  almost  the  same  as  the  previous 
year  and  Just  above  the  average  number  of  recent  years.  The  crude 
birth  rate  was  18.6  per  1,000  of  the  population  and  the  corrected 
rate  for  comparison  ’with  other  districts  was  17.7,  the  rate  for 
England  &  Wales  being  17.1. 

There  were  195  deaths  during  the  year,  11  higher  than  the 
recent  average  and  the  crude  death  rate  was  13.5  per  1,000  of  the 
population.  The  corrected  rate  was  12.5  as  compared  with  11.5  for 
England  &  Wales.  10  of  the  deaths  were  persons  aged  over  90  and 
23  were  between  85  and  90. 


85  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified,  nearly  half  of 
them  being  Scarlet  Fever,  a  much  greater  incidence  of  this  disease 
than  usual.  Whooping  Cough  was  lower  than  in  1959,  Measles  was 
almost  absent  and  the  4  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  due  to  a  mild 
family  outbreak. 

Representations  were  made  in  respect  of  only  11  houses,  but 
eight  small  clearance  areas  were  prepared  during  the  year,  the 
last  of  the  1955  Slum  Clearance  programme,  and  these  were  submittec 
to  the  Council  at  the  beginning  of  1961. 


I  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Jacob,  the  Senior  Public  Health 
Inspector,  for  the  able  manner  in  which  he  has  performed  his  duties 
and  also  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  thei- 
help  and  consideration  during  the  year.

8.  INFANT  MORTALITY 

There  were  7  infant  deaths  during  the  year,  1  more  than  in 
1959,  but  the  infant  mortality  rate  of  26.0  is  very  slightly  lower 
than  the  average  of  the  past  10  years.  The  rate  for  the  whole 
country  was  21.7,  a  new  low  record.  The  following  table  gives

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SECTION  III 

INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 
THEIR  PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL 


L.  85  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  during  I960  and 
4-0  of  these  were  Scarlet  Fever,  a  figure  exceeded  only  three  times 
in  the  past  35  years.  Two  of  the  cases  were  removed  to  isolation 
lospital,  not  because  of  the  severity  of  the  disease,  but  because 
the  mother  of  the  two  children  was  expectant  and  was  herself  in 
Sheppey  General  Hospital. 

The  20  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  were  well  below  the  average 
md  whereas  Measles  could  have  been  expected  after  a  comparatively 
free  1959,  only  4  cases  occurred. 

There  were  2  cases  of  Dysentery  and  a  family  Food  Poisoning 
)utbreak  affecting  4  persons  in  which  the  food  and  the  organism 
/ere  identified,  but  the  method  by  which  the  food  became  infected 
remained  a  mystery. 

There  were  8  deaths  attributed  to  all  forms  of  Pneumonia  but 
Lone  to  any  other  infectious  disease.

Only  7  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during 
I960,  well  "below  the  recent  average  and  the  lov/est  figure  recorded 
since  the  war.  No  deaths  occurred. 

Although  the  incidence  rate  shows  no  obvious  downward  trend 
during  the  past  20  years,  the  average  death  rate  is  only  one-fifth 
of  what  it  was  20  years  ago. 

There  were  no  new  non-pulmonary  cases  and  no  deaths  from  this 
form  of  the  disease.

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SECTION  IV 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OP  HEALTH  SERVICES 
AND  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA 


1.  WATER  SUPPLY 

Minor  improvements  in  the  supply  to  the  Urban  District  have 
been  carried  out  during  the  past  year.  The  most  notable  improve¬ 
ment  to  be  noticed  by  the  consumer  is  the  increase  in  pressure  in 
certain  parts  of  the  town  due  to  the  re-zoning  of  supplies. 

The  consumption  of  water  for  the  year  in  Sheerness  totalled 
155.6  million  gallons  representing  27.7  gallons/head/day ,  made  up 
of  25.9  g/h/d  unmetered  (which  may  be  considered  as  domestic)  and 
1.8  g/h/d  (industrial  or  non-domestic). 

The  whole  of  the  area  is  supplied  by  public  water  mains  direo' 
to  the  houses  with  the  exception  of  13  houses  in  the  Harbour  Estatf 
(formerly  H.M.  Dockyard)  which  have  a  piped  suppljr  from  the  Estate1 
own  bore .

2.  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

Sewage  is  collected  at  two  main  pumping  stations.  The  canal 
station  deals  with  sewage  from  the  Marine  Town  area,  the  newer 
parts  of  Mile  Town  and  the  new  housing  estates.  The  sewage  from 
these  areas  collects  in  a  tide  lock  storage  tank  at  West  Minster, 
whence  it  flows  out  to  sea  by  gravity  at  low  tide  or  is  pumped  out 
at  high  tide.  Sewage  from  Blue  Town  and  the  older  part  of  Mile 
Town  is  collected  at  West  Minster  pumping  station  and  this  is  also 
pumped  out  to  sea.  Four  subsidiary  lifting  stations  are  used 
throughout  the  town  and  the  sewage  is  screened  either  at  one  of 
the  lifting  stations  or  at  the  main  pumping  station,  but  is  not 
otherwise  treated.

The  discharge  is  taken  to  a  point  below  low  water  mark  in  the 
liver  Medway,  1350'  from  the  shore.  Float  tests  taken  by  the 
Engineer  &  Surveyor  from  the  point  of  outfall  have  shown  that 
tidal  currents  quickly  sweep  the  discharge  into  the  deep  water 
round  Garrison  Point  and  out  into  the  main  channel  of  the  Thames 
Sstuary . 

Periodical  inspections  of  the  beaches  have  shown  no  evidence 
)f  sewage  being  washed  onto  the  foreshore  and  no  complaints  of 
such  fouling  have  been  received. 

3.  DISPOSAL  OP  REFUSE 

Refuse  disposal  is  undertaken  jointly  by  the  Sheerness  U.D.C. 
md  the  Sheppey  R.D.C.  and  the  tip  is  situated  at  Windmill  Creek 
Ln  the  Rural  District. 

L  SCHOOLS  SANITATION 

All  schools  are  on  nr.ins  drainage  with  efficient  flushing 
apparatus.  Cooking  and  washing  up  arrangements  at  the  canteens  are 
Satisfactory . 

The  new  school  in  St.  George's  Avenue  has  provided  good  accom¬ 
modation  for  infants  on  the  Queensway  housing  site.  Extensions  are 
planned  for  the  Roman  Catholic  School  in  New  Road. 

L  PUBLIC  BATHS 

(a)  Slipper  Baths  -  Owing  to  continued  decline  in  their  use, 
[he  slipper  baths  in  Wood  Street  were  closed  at  the  end  of  March, 
i960. 

(b)  Open  Air  Swimming  Pool  -  There  is  one  swimming  pool 
Ipen  to  the  general  public  and  this  is  owned  and  maintained  by 
llie  Council.  It  is  72  ft.  wide,  150  ft.  long  and  has  a  capacity 
If  310,000  gallons.  The  bath  is  emptied  and  cleansed  during  the 
■inter  and  filled  with  sea  water  at  the  start  of  the  season.  Sea 
later  is  also  used  for  regular  topping-up. 

The  method  of  purification  used  is  pressure  filtration, 
leration  and  breakpoint  chlorination.  Panacide  sodium  technical 
lolution  is  used  as  an  algicide  and  sodium  carbonate  for  main¬ 
taining  a  satisfactory  pH  value. 

The  pool  is  open  from  Whitsun  to  September  approximately  and 
In  an  average  about  30-40,000  persons  use  the  pool  during  the 
lummer  season.  Twelve  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
■xamination  and  all  were  reported  as  satisfactory. 
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6,  PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

Construction  of  the  new  conveniences  at  the  sea  front  approach 
facing  the  railway  station  was  begun  during  the  year  and  these 
should  be  completed  in  1961. 


7.  LETHAL  CHAMBER  FOR  CATS  AND  BOGS 

The  lethal  chambers  supplied  by  the  R.S.P.C.A.  and  maintained 
by  the  Council  for  destruction  of  sick  and  aged  animals,  were  used 
for  121  cats  and  84  dogs  during  the  year,  20  animals  less  than  in 
1959.  Four  of  these  were  strays  brought  in  by  the  Police. 

8 .  CAMPING  SITES 

Three  site  licences  for  the  Cheyney  Rock,  Sea  Breezes  and 
Ravelin  Battery  camps  were  issued  under  the  Caravan  Sites  and 
Control  of  Development  Act,  I960.  The  Act  has  enabled  improved 
standards  to  be  laid  down  for  density,  spacing  and  sanitary  accom¬ 
modation  and  new  provisions  for  fire  precautions,  laundry,  baths 
and  showers  and  car  parking. 

Main  drainage  and  water  supply  are  provided  and  regular  refus< 
collections  made  and  all  the  sites  are  conducted  satisfactorily. 
They  are  for  holiday  use  only  and  there  are  no  residential  sites  ii 
the  district.

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SECTION  V 
HOUSING 


1.  The  rate  of  dealing  with  the  remainder  of  the  Slum  Clearance 
programme  was  reduced  when  the  house  building  programme  was 
deferred  in  July,  1959.  Three  small  clearance  areas  comprising 
ten  houses  were  made  during  the  year  and  a  Closing  Order  on  one 
house . 

When  it  was  decided  to  resume  building,  the  preparation  of 
9  Clearance  Areas  containing  a  total  of  51  houses  was  completed 
for  representation  in  January,  1961. 


2.  With  the  closure  of  H.M.  Dockyard  in  April,  the  Council 
deferred  further  housing  construction,  but  towards  the  end  of 
the  year  it  was  decided  to  resume  the  building  programme  which 
included  three  schemes  -  a  block  of  18  flats  in  Mile  Town  (Short 
Street);  three  blocks  of  flats  providing  30  units  of  accommoda¬ 
tion  in  Blue  Town;  and  group  homes  for  old  people  to  contain  30 
tenancies,  warden's  accommodation  and  common  room. 

Housing  applications  during  the  year  from  local  residents 
totalled  80  and  applications  were  received  and  dealt  with  for 
housing  of  key-workers  for  new  industries.  The  need  for  the 
erection  of  further  houses  to  meet  a  demand  from  new  industries 
is  likely  to  arise  in  the  near  future.

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SECTION  VI 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OP  POOD 


1.  The  importance  of  food  hygiene  has  been  given  much  publicity 
in  recent  years.  Its  appreciation  is  shown  in  improved  premises 
and  increasing  numbers  of  food  traders  realise  that  good  hygiene 
is  good  business  and  attracts  the  discerning  customer.  Improved 
premises  alone  are  insufficient  and  routine  inspections  are  still 
[needed  to  maintain  the  standards  laid  down  in  the  Pood  Hygiene 
[Regulations . 

Improvements  were  carried  out  at  several  shops  and  these 
.included  complete  and  modernised  new  shop  fittings.  One  business 
was  conducted  on  premises  which  were  in  poor  structural  condition 
|but  the  closure  of  the  business  is  anticipated  in  1961. 

Complaints  dealt  with  included  taint  of  a  mineral  water 
jottle  and  a  grub  in  imported  tinned  tomatoes. 

Staff  shortage  curtailed  the  frequency  of  routine  inspections. 
Mini  SUPPLY 

There  are  29  registered  distributors  of  pasteurised  and 
sterilised  milk.  There  are  no  producers  in  the  area  but  there  is 
me  pasteurising  plant  in  operation. 

There  was  no  change  in  the  main  milk  supplies  to  the  town, 
lamely,  pasteurised  by  a  dairy  in  the  town  and  another  in  the 
id  joining  rural  district  supplemented  by  sterilised  milk.  Routine 
sampling  of  these  designated  milks  indicated  satisfactory  treatment 
1-8  samples,  24  pasteurised  and  24  sterilised,  were  taken  during  the 
rear .

To  the  Sheppey  Rural  District  Council 
Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  Sheppey  Rural  District  during  I960. 

The  population  of  the  Rural  District  for  mid-1960  was 
estimated  by  the  Registrar-General  to  be  9,730,  an  increase  of  30 
on  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  births  registered  was  160 
which  although  not  quite  so  many  as  in  1959,  was  higher  than  any 
of  the  past  ten  years.  The  crude  birth  rate  was  16.4,  but  for 
purposes  of  comparison  the  corrected  rate  was  18.6,  for  England  & 
Wales  the  rate  being  17.1. 

The  number  of  deaths,  123,  was  lower  than  in  1959  but  was 
still  above  the  average  for  the  district.  The  corrected  rate  was 
12.3  as  compared  with  11.5  for  the  whole  country. 

The  infant  death  rate  was  25.0  which  is  just  above  the 
average,  4  deaths  occurring.  This  rate  for  England  &  Wales  was  a 
new  low  record,  21.7.  There  were  also  6  stillbirths,  the  most 
recorded  since  1945. 

There  were  fewer  cases  of  infectious  disease  and  no  particula] 
disease  was  very  prevalent  at  any  time  during  the  year.  The  most 
serious  incident  was  the  occurrence  of  Dysentery  and  Food  Poisoning 
but  prompt  action  by  the  general  practitioner,  the  camp  authorities 
and  the  health  department  confined  the  outbreak. 

Of  particular  importance  to  the  Rural  District  is  the  Caravan 
Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  I960  and  it  is  expected  that 
during  the  next  few  years  the  sites  will  be  greatly  improved  as  a 
result  of  this  Act. 

I  wish  to  record  with  thanks  the  excellent  work  carried  out 
by  Mr.  Brading,  the  Engineer  &  Surveyor  and  Public  Health  Inspecto: 
and  Mr.  Davies,  the  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  also  t( 
thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their 
kindness  and  consideration  throughout  the  year.

123  deaths  were  registered  of  which  72  were  males  and  51 
females.  This  was  8  less  than  in  1959  and  gives  a  death  rate  of 
12.6  (corrected  rate  12.3)  which  although  lower  than  the  previous 
year  is  still  higher  than  the  average  for  the  district  and  also 
higher  than  the  England  &  Wales  figure.  69  deaths  (5 6$)  were  due 
to  heart  disease  and  associated  conditions  as  compared  with  67  in 
1959  (51$).  The  number  of  deaths  from  all  forms  of  cancer  decrease 
from  32  (24$)  to  21  (17$)  and  the  number  due  to  respiratory  disease 
was  also  lower,  8  (6$)  as  compared  with  12  (9$).  Three  deaths  of 
residents  were  due  to  motor  vehicle  accidents  and  there  were  also 
three  due  to  other  accidents.

The  average  rate 
over  the  past  10  years  has  been  24.3  for  the  Rural  District.

THEIR  PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL 


Only  76  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  in  I960, 
icarlet  Fever,  Whooping  Cough  and  Measles  with  11,  10  and  11  cases 
‘espectively  were  all  lower  than  the  year  "before.  10  cases  of 
'neumonia  were  notified  hut  only  1  death  was  attributed  to  all 
'orms  of  this  disease. 

Three  cases  of  Dysentery  amongst  the  staff  of  a  holiday  camp 
rere  removed  to  isolation  hospital  and  these  were  the  forerunner 
f  4  more  cases  and  of  15  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  which  occurred 
,t  intervals  during  the  following  three  weeks.  During  this  period, 
Ipecimens  were  obtained  from  the  dining  hall  and  kitchen  staffs 
nd  from  those  campers  reporting  symptoms  of  diarrhoea  and  vomiting, 
ut  in  no  case  were  pathogenic  organisms  isolated.

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SECTION  IV 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OP  HEALTH  SERVICES 
AND  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OE  THE  AREA 

1 .  WATER  SUPPLY 

The  major  improvement  of  supplies  in  this  area  resulted  in 
the  bringing  in  to  service  of  the  new  Cameron  Stobie  Reservoir 
and  Kingsborough  Hill  Water  Tower.  At  the  same  time  a  ring  main 
system  was  established  to  serve  Warden,  Eastchurch  and  Leysdown 
areas.  This  has  generally  meant  a  considerable  improvement  of 
water  pressure  in  these  areas  and  parts  of  Minster. 

The  consumption  of  water  for  the  year  in  the  Rural  District 
totalled  167.4  million  gallons.  Allowing  for  resident  and  non¬ 
resident  visitors  this  approximates  to  37.9  gallons/head/day  made 
up  of  32.8  g/h/d  unmetered  and  5.1  g/h/d  metered.  Many  of  the 
holiday  camps  have  now  transferred  from  metered  supplies  to 
unmetered  supplies  to  individual  chalets  and  it  is  estimated  that 
approximately  53 7°  of  metered  water  is  for  domestic  purposes.  Thus 
the  estimated  domestic  consumption  was  34.6  g/h/d  and  the  non¬ 
domestic  consumption  was  3.3  g/h/d.

Sewage  from  the  area  is  collected  at  either  the  Scrapsgate 
Sheerness  East  Disposal  Works  which  consist  of  detritus  tanks, 
ttling  tanks,  filter  beds  and  humus  tank.  The  effluent  from 
eerness  East  is  discharged  into  an  open  ditch  approximately  one 
le  in  length  before  the  final  discharge  on  to  the  mud  flats  at 
rapsgate.  The  effluent  from  the  Scrapsgate  works  discharges 
to  the  same  ditch  at  Scrapsgate. 

(c)  Satisfactory  progress  has  been  maintained  in  the 
ovision  of  main  drainage  facilities  at  Bay  View  and  Warden  Bay. 
wage  from  here  and  from  Eastchurch  is  collected  at  Eastchurch 
wage  Works  (formerly  R.A.P.)  and  is  dealt  with  by  settling 
nks,  filter  beds  and  humus  tank  before  the  effluent  is  piped  to 
ndmill  Creek  in  the  Swale.  The  disposal  works  at  Eastchurch  are 
nsiderably  overloaded  during  the  peak  holiday  season. 

A  night  soil  collection  operated  by  the  Council  provides  for 
houses  with  pail  closets. 
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3.  DISPOSAL  OP  REFUSE 

All  refuse  is  now  disposed  of  "by  controlled  tipping  at  the 
Windmill  Greek  site.  Routine  treatment  to  control  flies  and 
rodents  is  carried  out. 


4.  SCHOOLS  SANITATION 

All  schools  in  the  area  are  on  main  drainage  and  general 
sanitary  conditions  have  been  found  satisfactory. 


5.  PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

Conveniences  for  both  sexes  exist  at  Halfway,  Scrapsgate, 
Minster,  Eastchurch  and  Leysdown=  The  conveniences  at  Leysdown 
include  washing  facilities  and  slipper  baths  and  washing  facilitie 
are  also  provided  at  Scrapsgate.

As  the  Act  only  came  into  force  at  the 
id  of  I960,  it  is  too  early  to  judge  its  effectiveness. 
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10.  PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS 

There  is  only  one  swimming  hath  in  the  area  open  to  the 
general  public  and  this  is  at  the  Warden  Bay  Holiday  Camp.  The 
hath  is  filled  at  the  start  of  the  season  with  mains  water  which 
is  purified  hy  a  continuous  process  of  filtration,  chlorination 
and  aeration.  A  regular  check  on  chlorination  is  made  hy  the 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  3  samples  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  all  showed  satisfactory  results.  In  consequence  of  a 
bathing  fatality  at  this  pool,  the  proprietors  have  satisfactorily 
improved  the  standard  of  life  saving  equipment  and  qualifications 
of  the  attendants.  There  are  also  two  private  swimming  pools 
owned  by  holiday  camps. 

Byelaws  with  respect  to  Swimming  Baths  and  Bathing  Pools  which 
are  not  under  the  Council’s  management  were  made  under  Section  233 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  and  are  in  force. 

11.  MORTUARY 

A  nominal  fee  is  paid  annually  to  the  Medway  &  Gravesend 
Hospital  Management  Committee  for  the  use  of  mortuary  facilities 
at  the  Sheppey  General  Hospital.
